Baoh situation must be handled in the manner whloh will best guarantee 
"security for the future.* It was alio Suggested that meetings be arrang 
with guerrilla chiefs in different areaB, with a view toward determining a 
oommon line of action* 

In considering the internal affairs of the Party, it was agreed that 
seoretaries-general and secretaries of organization of departmentsregions. 
and municipalities should he aroused to take advantage of the present respite. 
Bffortsj should he made to reorganize the Party direction and oell a °tivi i , 
and to seek the unity of labor groups on a national scale. However, the 
illegal methods which are being put into praotioe should not be forgotten, 
but should be combined with legal activities; suitable to eaoh looality. 

In the field of propaganda, it was agreed that better organization! sneeded, 
not only with respect to illegal production means but in the matter 
button. Contaots should he established in factories and offioes in the oitlea, 
in the various residential distriots, and at farms and towns in the rural areas. 
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Instruotiona to this effeot are being sent to all propaganda secretaries^ 
throughout the oountry. Looal committees are also being . , 

up study oiroles and issue pamphlets designed to improve the politioal^^ 
education of Party members. A national flnanoial campaign will be in£U 
rated to reorganise the National Training Sohool. It is planned to bring i 
new teaohers, change the quality of the theoretical oourses.andmakethe 
oourses longer and more intensive. The Communist leaders hope to start a n w 
course on 15 July whioh will lest for six months* 

Immediately after the fall of Laureano GOffiZ the FCC issued a BAnl^o 
stating tit the events had largely resulted from the resistance of the 
msse. to the 'dictatorship in the form of clandestine propaganda and 
guerrilla aotlvities. It is pointed out that President ROJAS has ■ 
that he will oontinue the foreign polioy of the previous regime. In thie
